RUSH RIDICULES

HOMERULE MOVE

Omaha Irish Leader Declares
New Plan Proposed in Par-liame-

Will Not Prove
Satisfactory.

John Rush, well known Omaha ad-

vocate of Irish home rule, branded as

"utterly preposterous" the plan of the
British prime minister for the intro-

duction of a bill in Parliament for the
immediate application of the home
rule act in Ireland. The bill would
exclude the six counties of Ulster.
Dispatches from London stated that
such exclusion was to be subject to
reconsideration by Parliament at the
end of five years.

The plan also provides for a coun-
cil of Ireland, to be composed of two
delegations, representing the excluded
area as well as the new Irish Parlia-
ment.

Irish Men Oppose Act.
"No Irishman with a drop of real

blood in his veins could ever be re-

conciled to such an absurd half-wa- y

measure," said Mr. Rush.
"What good would it do to have a

government with a hostile neighbor
at your door ready to shoot you
dt'wn ?

"Such a shoddy proposition will not
meet with the sympathy of the Irish
people.

"I do not think the imperial gov-

ernment will get far with it.
"If you would search this country

from Maine to the Pacific coast I
do not think you could find an Irish-
man who would have anything but
contempt for this plan for
home rule as outlined by the British
government.

"It would be worse than none at
all with hostile Ulster excluded.

Ulstermen Not Satisfied.
"I am not an extremist, but this

latest plan of the British government
is impossible on the face of things.
I think every true Irishman will bear
me out in this contention."

Answer in Horn Damage
Suit is General Denial

Aurora, Neb., May 17. (Special.)
Answers have been filed in the big

damage suits against George Horn,
Charles Allen and Andrew Allen in
which the plaintiffs are Sarah Hare
of Grand Island and John W. Burk
of Phillips.

The three defendants live in Phil-
lips and each of the plaintiffs has
sued for $15,000, alleging false arrest.

The answers are in the form of gen-er-

denial. The petitions in these
cases alleged that these three defend-
ants instigated and wrongfully pro-
cured the arrest and imprisonment of
the two plaintiffs.

Miss Hare states in her petition
that she was employed as housekeep-
er for Burk. The two plaintiffs were
placed under arrest by the village
marshal of Phillips. They were later
taken to Aurora and kept in the coun-
ty jail for the night and then re-

leased.
